stitution provided that the limit of in- 
debtedness should be 5 percent of the 
valuation; an amendment provided an 
additional 5 percent could be created 
by majority vote of the residents of 
the district. He says the supreme 
court has held that the latter amend- 
ment is of no effect without an enabl- 
ing act of the legislature, and 
that, 


therefore, the .school district Indebted- 
ness is limited to 5 percent.

(life histories, but It is sometimes 
the necessary method and in frequent 
ly resorted to by entomologists when 
studying an Insect that spends a part 
of Its life cycle as a blood-eating pa 
asite.

Through the 
utilization 
of this 


method Vernon Wildermuth, state en 
tomologist for Arizona, undertook to 
make a careful study of the life his 
tory or^the ordinary red "chlgger' 
which pesters us so persistently on 
our camping trips and cross-country 
hikes 
and 
Is especially 
prevalent 


about wheat harvest time. 


Wildermuth studied this Insect with 


a view to determining the must ef- 
fective and practicable method of de- 
stroying it, but he made the Inte' 
eating discovery that it is in a sense 
a beneficial insect and instead of bu- 
mg destroyed, should be protected' 


He discovered that IB. addition to 


relishing human blood, the "chlgger" 
can, when pressed to it. put up with 
a fare of wheat joint worms. In fact, 
considering the relative scarcity of 
human ihanks on which to feed, the 
wheat joint worm is the chlgger's 
principal jutlcla ot diet- at a certain 
season of the year 


Since the joint worm causes the 


destruitlon of much wheat by horlng 
through the straw near a joint, there- 
by causing the stalk to break over 
and the head to be lost, any insect
